ADVANCING. 


Chancellor Caprivi Held Responsible by 
the People—Pope Leo the Recipient of 
Lottery Tickete—American Immigra- 
tion Oommissioners—Mexican Colo- 
nists—Cahensley’s Emissary. 


rn, Aug. 15.—The grain market here is 
very much excited. Rye for August deliv- 
ery, which closed yesterday at 249 marks, is 
now quoted at 260 marks. September and 
october delivery advanced from 233 marks, 
the closing price of yesterday, and is now 
quoted at 246 marks 530 pfennig; August wheat 
nas advanced 14 marks 60 pfennig from yes- 
terday’s closing, the price now being 
% marks; September and October 
delivery has also advanced and 
is now quoted at 237 marks 60 
pfennig, being a rise of 12 marks from yester- 
day's closing. Tne North German Gasetie, the 
oficial organ of the Government, says that 
the Government will resolutely adbere to its 
decision to make no reduction in the duties 
levied upon grain imported into Germany, but 
it does not intend to repeat the declaration 
recently made dy Chancellor Yon Caprivi in 
the Lower House of the Prussian Diet regard- 


- Ing the policy of the Government in connec- 


tion with the grain trade. 

The Government is now held resposible for 
the advance in prices in the grain market, 
the allegation being that the ruthless specu- 
lation fora rise could not have proceeded in 
such absolute security had it not been for the 
Chancellor’s positive statement to the Diet 
that there was no reason to fear that the ex- 
port of rye from Russia would fail. 

The rapid rise inthe price of food products 
in German markets is the first noticeable 
effest of the Russian ukase recently issued 


checking exports. 

While it was believed to be possible to ob- 
tain large shipments of rye before the 27th 
the trade here was consoled, but the report 
thatthe Russian railway administration re- 
fused transportation to\the German frontier 
sent prices up ata nd. Ata meeting of 
“Slesian millers yesterday it was decided to 
sendatelegram to Chancellor Von Caprivi 
begging him to abolish the corn duties, say 
ing that otherwise the Russian ukase was 
likely to ruin the mill industry and throw out 
of employment thousands of hands. 

The Vossiche Zeitung demands temporary 
free entry for all provisions and for tea, 
coffee and petroleum, and urges the abolition 
of the prohibition of American foods and a 
reduction of freight rates. So far the Chan- 
cellor seems to be unmoved and the ministers 
support him. 1 

APPROVED BY THE RUSSIAN PRESS. 

ST, PeTerserro, Aug. 15.—The ukase pro- 
hibiting rye exports is approved by the press 

‘this city. Reports show an almost com- 
plete failure of winter-sown cereals in the 
provinces, with cattle decreasing in value 
and the peasants selling their horses to ob- 
tain food. There is agitation on the Bourse 
and prices are falling. Speculators are mak 
ing haste to export grain before the ukase 
takes effect. In some cases other cargoes are 
unloaded to make room for grain.

HE SEEKS ADVICE TOUCHING HIS BOND 
CONTINUANCE SCHEME. 


The Ohio Statesman Opposed to the Plan 
Now in Operation—-A Bad Showing 
After Six Weeks’ Trial—Dissension in 

| Mew York Republican Ranks—Harri- 

son’s Position—Political. 


MANSFIELD, O., Aug. 15.—While politics 
was warm yesterday and Maj. McKinley and 
a woman by the name of Diggs from Kansas, 
| who represents the Farmers’ Alliance, were 
Gebating economic questions in a grove some 
twelve miles distant from this place, 
Speeches upon grave subjects were being 
made by two distinguished men in this town. 
The audience consisted of only two apd they 
were also the speakers. The conference was 
an important one, if it may be so designated, 
but in reality it was a friendly communion 
between two important men, who were 
fencing each other upon national financial 
affairs and the present condition of the 
money market. 

Ever since Mr. Foster became Secretary of 
the Treasury there has been more or less aim 
culty about adding to the circulation and when 
he proposed the scheme of continuing the 
4% per cent bonds at 2 per cent interest it was 
expected that the offer would be taken with 
avidity. After making due arrangements for 
its acceptance Secretary Foster came to bis 
home in Fostonia fora short visit and then 
went to Middle Bass Island, in Lake Erie, for 
a rest. 

Mr. Foster was resting comfortably and 
enjoying himself with important men that he 
knew, who every year go to Middle Bass for 
comfort and repose, when he was summoned 
by the announcement that while the banks 
were generally willing to accept his plana 
large proportion of the people who hold the 
4% percents were not,and after six weeks 
of trial only alittle over $16,000,000 out of $51, - 
000,000 were continued under the Secretary’s 
scheme. He was not particularly content 
with this showing and started at once for 
Washington, but came here first to see Sena- 
tor Sherman. 

CLOSETED WITH SHERMAN. 

Last evening, while Maj. McKinley was ad- 
dressing the husbandmen at Black Man's 
Grove, where they were holding a picnic, 
Mr. Foster reached Mansfield for consulta- 
tion. He had wired Senator Sherman of his 
coming and the statesman was at the depot 
to recetve him. They drove at ones to Sher- 
man’s residence and then began one of the 
most important talks upon financial matters 
that has taken place in the country for a long 
time. It continued for five hours, during 
which the entire financial question was re- 
viewed andthe question of continuing the 
4% per cent bonds was naturally the central 
figure of the discussion. 

Politics or the present situation in Ohio did 
not cut a prominent figure in the conference. 
Secretary Foster put some very interesting 
hypothetical and practical questions to Sena 
tor Sherman which very soon demonstrated 
the fact that the ex-Secretary did not agree 
with the present one about continuing the 4% 
percents. Secretary Foster took no pains to 
conceal the fact that his idea in endeavoring 
to continue the $51,000,000 of 4% per cents at 2 
per cent was to use the money in other di- 
rections for the relief of trade. He thought 
that the stringency of the market could be 
relieved if this project could be carried into 
effect, but if only $18,000,000 or $20,000,000 out 
of the $51,000,000 could be turned to account, 
there was some other plan necessary to be 
considered instead of the one he had pro- 
posed, 

Senator Sherman did not share the Secre- 
tary’s views upon the subject. He thought 
that Secretary Foster should pay the 4% per 
cents and he undertook to show how easy it 
was for him to doit without making bie 
in the financial world. The question of 
where the money was to come from was 
freely discussed. The ex-Secretary’s posi- 
tion was that the money already in the 
Treasury, that could be spared from the 
sinking fund and that might accrue in the 
meantime, would be sufficient to pay off the 
bonds when due. It was evident from the 
discussion that Senator Sherman never had 
been in sympathy withthe scheme of contin- 
uing the 4% per cent bonds instead of paying 
them off when they matured. He explained 
to the new Secretary—if the chat may be 
called an explanation—that the month of 
July, the worst in the year, had been passed

ALARM IN HAYTL 


The Cabinet of President 
Forced to Resign, 


CHARGED WITH CORRUPTION BY THE 
CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES.

A Vote of Censure Passed After a Stormy 
Session — Another Revolt With Its 
Usual Horrors Likely to Follow the 
Crisis—The Ruler Trying to Form «a 
New Ministry—Chilian Manifesto. 


New Tonk, Aug. 15.—A Port-au-Prince 
(Hayti) dispatch says that a noisy and turbu- 
lent session of the Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday was closed with a vote of censure 
against the members of Hippolyte’s Cabinet 
and was followed by the Ministers handing 
their resignations to the President. 

Such excitement as prevailed has not been 
experienced since the outbreak of May 28 and 
many persons expect that similiar scenes of 
bloodshed, if not open rebellion, will result 
from the proceeding in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. The debate in the Chamber was a 
stormy one. Members of that body openly 
charged the Cabinet Ministers with corrup- 
tion and incapacity, which caused one of the 
noisest scenes in the Chamber that any one 
can remember. 

The Ministers were vigorously defended 
and their opponents as vigorously de- 
nounced, but the formal vote of censure for 
incapacity and corruption was carried amid 
storms of cheers. No Ministry could stand 
against sucha vote. Its announcement was 
followed by the handing of their resignations 
to President Hippolyte. The President is 
now busy with the formation of a new cabi- 
net. 

No one ventures to foretell the outcome of 
to-day’s action. The city is still compara- 
tively quiet, but it is a quiet that fills the 
people with alarm, because they fear it may 
be followed by a new political storm like the 
bloody ones so frequent on this island, Many 
persons prophesy great trouble in the near 
future. 

Mr. Deetjen, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, said last night: The situation is a 
dificult one. I do not now know bod we 
shall meet it. No one can tell you that but I 
fear there is trouble ahead that will be dim 
cult to overcome. 

Many consultations are being held, and men 
anxious about the future are making every 
effort to restore quiet and avert an outbreak. 


It has been known for some that the 
Hippolyte Government was pressed 
for funds. The hope of the President and his 
Cabinet was based on the success of negotia- 
tions for a loan of $1,600,000. The money was 
to be obtained from the bankers of Port-au- 
Prince, who are the real rulers of the pore 
llc. These financiers agreed to make the loan 
but only upon condition that the Government 
would redeem $600,000 in $5 notes, issued by 
Legitime when he was President, and now 
held by the banks.

JAY GOULD SICK. . 


The Wall Street Wizard at the Mineral 
Springs of Idaho. 

New York, Aug. 15.—It has been Kept 
secret, but Jay Gould, the Wizard of Wall 
Street, the man who can, when he so wills, 
do moreto upset the markets of the world 
than banks or bankers, is sick and has gone 
to Idaho for treatment. 

The story begins at the last meeting of the 
| general managers, which was held at the 
Windsor Hotel in this city. It was noticed 
that he took less apparent interest than usual 
in the discussion going on, and some of those 
who sat near him observed that occasionally 
he leaned rather heavily upon the table be- 
fore which he was sitting. Later on his eye- 
lids were seen to slowly close and his head 
drop on his breast. 

There was alarm on the part of all present, 
as it was seen that he was seriously ill. With 
the greatest precaution he was removed toa 
chamber inthe hotel and medical aid sum- 
moned. It was not until midnight that the 
physicians in charge would consent to have 
| him taken to his own house. 

So many and various are the interests sup- 
posed to be more or less dependent upon the 
health and life of this man that every effort 
was made to keep all knowledge of what oc- 
curred from the public. Soon as the doctors 
| thought him able to travel he started for 
Soda Springs, Idaho, where heis now sup- 
posed to be. 

The gentleman who told this story, as your 
correspondent now gives it tothe readers of 
the + Post-Disratcu, is prominent in railroad 
affairs,and was present and saw what hap- 
pened at the Windsor Hotel. 

His words are corroborated by the fact that 
Mr. Gould has been seen about none of his 
accustomed haunts since the day of the 
meeting. Even when at home in the city 
is kept so hedged about that it is impossi 
to verify anything that is said of him or 
about him, and nobody can be reached at 
Soda Springs by wire to verify the present 
story. Those who have observed Mr. Gould 
lately have not failed to see that his slight 
frame has been growing slighter and that his 
movements indicated that the intense 
activity of years was beginning to tell upon 
him. Such people will not be greatly sur- 
prised at the story of the Windsor Hotel, but 
there will be great anxiety and Wall street 
will be disturbed until news comes from Soda 
Springs. 


LABOR NEWS. 


Great Distress Among the Iron- Workers 
in England. 


Lowpon, Aug. 15.—Owing to the depression 
in the iron trade operations at many of the 
principal iron-works in the Cumberland dis- 
trict have been suspended for some time 
past, and the inabilityof the workmen to 
procure employment is causing the most 
acute distress. Six thousand men have been 


thrown out of employment by the stoppage 
of the works and a large number of them 
have earned nothing for ayear. Many fami- 
lies have struggled along, hoping for better 
times, but hope of the works again starting 
up has been abandoned now and the outlook 
for the coming winter is of the gloomiest 
nature. 

The families of the itron-workers, men, 
women and children, all show traces of the 
privations they have suffered through the 
enforced idieness of the bread-winners, and 
it is an absolute fact that hundreds of them 
are on the verge of starvation. So serious 
has the situation become that the authori- 
ties have decided to start public works to 
give employment to the many idle men in 
the district, and thus avert the famine which 
is threatened,

The Tin-Plate Tax. 
From the New York WOBLD. 

What does this tax mean? A large part of 
the peach cropis canned. At present and for 
some years tocome the tin- plate of which the 
cans are made must be imported. Before 
July lof the present year each pound of tin 
plate was taxed 1 cent; now it is taxed 22-10 
cents. If peaches are worth to the farmer 
who does his Own canning half a cent each, 
where he last year paid fifty peaches, or 
their equivalent, in tax, he will this year pay 
110. And this enormous tax is imposed to 
help keep up the price of sheet steel and not 
at all for the public welfare, so that while 
tin-plate may be eventually produced in this 
country, it will be ata great cost to people 
who will never make out of it one cent of 
profit, but who this year, it is estimated, will 
pay nearly $15,000,000, chiefly in aid of the 
steel makers.

Remarkable Career of a Man Under 
Arrest at Denver.

WANTED IN ST. LOUIS ON THREE DIF- 
FERENT CHARGES. 


A Smooth Foreigner Who Contrives to 
Live by His Wits—His Success in Es- 
caping Convictions in the Court Ho 
He Worked a Number of People in This 
City. 


Cecil H. Cook has been arrested again, this 
time in Denver, Colo. It is not a new expe- 
rience for Cook to see the inside ofa aul, for 
he manages to be taken in on an average of 
once in three months, but always, through 
hooko r crook, manages to get free. Cook is 
remembered by a good many St. Louis peo- 
ple. He was known as Cecil H., Cecil W., 
and Cecil B. Cook and Cecil Owens, in this 
city. No matter what last name he borrows 
for the occasion he usually clings to his 
pretty front name. The following telegram 
from Denver, published in yesterday's 
papers, will prove interesting to Oook’s 
many victims:

He seems to enjoy the 
thought of having beaten several people and corpora- 
tions, and remarks that no American is shrewd 
enough to get ahead of an English He says he 
was Captain in the Coldstream Guards, her majesty’s 
favorites. He writes and speaks several languages. 
Ins tor Byrnes asks that he be held at all hazards, 
that he must be returned to New York for trial. 

COOK AS HE 18. 

Those in St. Louis who know Cook are dis- 
posed to doubt that portion of the telegram 
where he is represented as gloating over his 
successful swindles, for he has always before 
maintained his innocence, and gained the 
sympathy ot the church people and secret so- 
cieties with which he has been connected, 
and by them been helped out of his scrapes. 
The man’s life, could it be Known in its en- 
tirety, would without doubt be entertaining 
reading. He is a fine-looking Englishman, 
about 86 years of age, well educated, remark- 
ably gifted as a conversationalist, somewhat 
of a linguist, and very polished in his 
manners. He usually tells ot his 
travels in India, etc., and claims to have 
been an officer in the English army and to 
have gone through a large fortune. Al- 
thoygh Cook has been arrested several times 
and in different sectigns of the country and 
accused of all sorts of frauds, he has not, so 
far as is known in this city, ever been con- 
victed. He is now wanted in this city on 
three different charges, and it is claimed 
that he is wanted at various other places. 
Cook has always maintained that he was 
honest and, if this is the case, he has cer- 
tainly been most unfortunate in getting Into 
scrapes. 

HIS sr. LOUIS CAREER. 

Cook came here a year ago last spring. He 
secured the second story of a house belong- 
ing to Philip Riley, at 2% South Thirteenth 
street, and then installed his wife and daugh- 
ter. The rent is not much, probably not over 
$20 a month, and the family lived only com- 
fortabiy. Therent during five months was 
paid promptly, and the family won the es 
teem of the landlord who lived next door. 

Cook represents himselfasthe agent of a 
Block system of railway switches, and, al- 
though the railroad people now profess to 
believe that he had no connection with any 
concern, he evidently was well up in the sys- 
tem he pretended to represent. According to 
Mr. A. W. Dickinson,General Superintendent 
of the Missouri Pacific, Cook was an expert 
draughtsman and something of an engineer. 
He succeeded in interesting the railroad peo- 
ple in his scheme and was actually employed 
and paid for one month’s services while a 
preliminary survey and estimate of the cost 
of putting inthe switches, etc., was going 
on. He was also given a pass, enabling him 
to run over the Missouri Pacific between st. 
Louis and Kirk wood, 

On the strength of his quasi connection 
with the Missouri Pacific Cook thrived. Dur- 
ing the month that he was under pay no 
complaints about him were received. But as 
soon as his income was cut off, Cook began to 
look about for means to help him to a living, 
and ultimately to get him out oftown. He 
played his forced intimacy with the 
officials of the Missouri Pacific for 
all it was worth. Whenever he could seize 
upon the opportunity to publicly speak with 
Manager Clark or Superintendent Dickinson, 
or to walk with them, he did 60. In this way 
he impressed many persons with his import. 
ance. He used this supposed intimacy, 
coupled with the statement that he was one 
of the engineers in the Missouri Pacific office, 
to work Mr. Mawdsley, the cigar dealerin the 
Equitable Building, out of a considerable 
cigar bill. 

TROUBLE OVER TYPEWRITERS. 

He also got into the good graces of the 
Merchants’ Bridge people after being thrown 
out ofthe Missouri Pacific, and succeeded in 
interesting them in his alleged signal and 
switching system. They were about to em- 
ploy him to erect switches, etc., when Cook 
made an attempt to raise money through 
getting holdof some typewriters. He got 
hold of a Hammond typewriter which he 
pawned, and tried the same game with the 
Parker-Ritter-Nichols Stationery Co., very 
nearly succeeding in getting a machine 
there. He represented that he was 
in the employ of the Merchants’ Bridge 
& Terminal Co, and had a machine 
sent to the office of one of the officials. While 
negotiating for a trialof the machine Cook 
inadvertantly let fall a card with C. H. Cook 
printed on it. The agent at once suspected 
that this Cook was the one who had worked 
their Vicksburg agency for a Caligraph and 
taxed him with it. At first Cook grew indig- 
nant, then offered to go with the agent while 
a telegram was sent to VicKsturg. Finally 
he admitted that O. H. COOK was an illegiti- 
mate brother of his, who singularly resem- 
bled him. Cook did not get that machine, 
and through his troubles over the caligra ph 
lost all hopes of getting a place with the 
Merchants’ Bridge people.

He had pawned the Hammond typewritez at 
202% North Eighth where it was recor- 
ered, and pawned another machine 
from Albright of 710 Olive. The day he was’ 
released a detective called at the Knight 
Wheel Co., on Tenth, between Pine and 
Olive, and stated that a pawn ticket for $2 
obtained on a bicycle, had been found on the 
prisoner. The Knight people stated that 
Cook had rented a bicycle 
from them, representing that he was con- 
nected with the N. O. Nelson Manufactu 
Oo., and taken it away after paying $2.60 ren 
for it. The machine was recovered from the 
pawnshop, but although a Warrant was 
issued, through some strange oversight Cook 
was not rearrested. 

Cook now considered st. Louis a pretty 
good place to get out of, but he had no 
money. He consequently busiea himself with 
schemes to get away. He knew a man named 
Black, formerly a tea planter in Oeylon, 
who had suffered bankruptcy and come to 
this country. From Mr. Black he bor- 
rowed $10, and grandiloquently told him to 
call at Mr. Mawdsley’s cigar store, where a 
letter appointing him toa post jin the Mis- 
sourl Pacific office would be awaiting bim. 
Mr. Black being sick on the appointed day 
sent his wifeand Mr. Mawdsley says he in- 
formed her that she had been duped. In the 
meantime Cook called upon Mr. Mawdsley 
and informed him that he would be around in 
a couple of days and settle his bill. Mr. 
Mawdsley was cool and Cook, whom he sus- 
pected contemplated securing a loan, 
left. But he walked up brusquely 
to Miss Shairff, the telegraph 
operator in the Equitable building, whom he 
had a speaking acquaintance with, and hur- 
riedly asked her to let him have $2 for five 
minutes, as he had no change and an express 
package at the door had to be paid for imme- 
diately. The young lady gave him the money 
and never saw Cook again. 

GOT THE WATCH CASE. 

He then walked down to the UnionDepot and 
engaged the clerk of F. U. Hugunin, a jeweler 
of 717 Olive street, in conversation. Mr. 
Hugunin maintains a repair and 
regulator shop at the Union De- 
pot as well. He told the clerk 
in charge that he was deputed to secure 
ahandsome watch case toencase a valua- 
ble Howard movement, which was going to 
be presented toa prominent railroad conduc: 
tor by a secret order. ‘‘Just let me show 
this case to those conductors out there,’’ he 
said. 

The young man unsuspectingly let him step 
out the door with the case. Cook showed it 
to several conductors and came back: 1 
guess this case will do, he said, ‘‘but as the 
committee is going to meet to-morrow night, 
I will take it up and come back in the morn- 
ing, if they like it, and pay $50 for it. 

The young man consented and Cook walked 
over to Frankie’s pawnshop on Fourth street 
and pawned it for $25. 

SECURED A WATCH. 

That afternoon Mr. Pfeffer of the Standard 
Watch Co.,a firm now out of business, was 
called up over the telephone and was in-- 
formed that Mr. Hays, General Manager of 
the Wabash, was talking to him. ‘‘l want an 
engineer named Owens, of our road, to get a 
good Howard movement he said, and 1 
have sent him down to you. Do the best 
that you can by him.“ 

A short time afterward Cook appeared and 
was informed that the Standard sold only 
at wholesale, but that he could recommend 
W. E. Chilton, of 713 Olive street, as a good 
dealer. Oook or Owens,as he now called 
himself, suggested that Mr. Pfeffer accom- 
pany him and introduce him to Mr. Chil 
ton, which Mr. Pfeffer, willing to obligea 
friend of Mr. Hays, willingly agreed to do. 

Mr. Pfeffer introduced Owens to Mr. Chu 
ton and stated that Mr. Hays was interested 
in his getting a good watch. Cook selected a 
ease and movement worth $115, and directed 
that they be fitted. Next day he stepped 
into the shop and admired the watch, but 
said that he should Hike Mr. Hays to see it 
before he paid forit. If Mr. Hays liked the 
watch, he would be back in a few minutes. 
Mr. Chilton did not object, and Mr. Owens— 
Cook—just walked over to Jacobs’ pawnshop 
on Sixth street and pawned it for $55. That 
night, Cook and his family disappeared, ow- 
ing Mr. Riley one month’s rent, and sundry 
butchers’ and grocers’ bills. 

When Mr. Chilton found that Mr. Owens did 
not return after two hours had elapsed he be- 
gan to grow hervous, and started to see the 
Standard Watch people. Meeting Mr. Hart 
ofthat company, Mr. Chilton asked if he 
knew Owens well. Mr. Hart said that none 
of his people had ever heard of him before 
Mr. Hays had telephoned. When asked if 
an engineer named Owens was in the em- 
ploy of the Wabash, Mr. Hays denied all 
knowledge of the man, and declared that he 
had not used the telephone for the purpose 
of recommending any man, 

ALTERING PASSES NO OFFENSE. 

The Missouri Pacific people say that Cook 
altered two passes between St. Louis and 
Kirkwood for Cook and one companion, to 
read in one case, between St. Louis and all 
stations on the Sedalia, Kansas Oity and 
Pueblo lines and all lines in Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska and Colorado,’’ and in the other 
„between all stations on St. Louls 4 
Pueblo lines, the C. & A., the K., W. & D., and 
all lines in Nebraska and Colorado. The 
original instructions and limitations had 
been erased with acids and raised to suit 
the occasion. In this case the railroad tr ied 
to get warrants out for Cook, but the Prose- 
cuting Attorney could not see his way clear 
to make any offense out of the act and the 
warrants were notissued. While passes are 
good as gold to the man who must change his 
base of operations and puta thousand miles 
or so between himself and people who are 
anxious to communicate with him, they are 
not currency or cOmmercial paper and 
their use does not entail a loss In cash on the 
man on whom they are drawn. In other 
words a forged check entails a loss upon 
either the, accepter orthe payer, while the 
use of a bogus pass, while it does not enrich 
the company the amount of the mileage cov- 
ered, does not take actual cash already in 
hand out of the treasury. For this reason 
the rajlroad companies content themselves 
with destroying bogus passes and putting off 
the men who present them. 5

A Big Damage Action Filed in the 
United States Court To-day. 


W. A. BRICKILL AND OTHER HEW YORE 
PARTIES THE PLAINTIFFS. 


Charge the City With Infringement 
on Patent Rights— Appliances for 
Heating Fire Engine Boilers—Ooun- 


A sult was filed in the United States Circuit 
to-day dy Attorney Sidney FT. Andrews 

the city of St. Louis and Edward Van 

Orden for damages to the amount of $186,270. 
The plaintiffs in the action are William 
A. Brickill, Peter M. Kafer 
James M. De Lacey, James E. Dunn and Ro- 
sina W. Da Cunha, all of whom reside in New 
York. The petition, which is quite lengthy, 
recites that for years the city has been in- 
fringing on the patent rights of the plaintiffs. 
Orden, who is named as a joint 
defendant with the city, is a part owner, it 
appears, of the patent the city is alleged to 
have wrongfully used. He was made a 
defendant because he would not join the 
other parties in the action against the city. 
The tor the plaintiffs expect, how- 
ever, that he will join them, andas he owns 
a one-quarter ſuterest in the patent, it is 

thought the case will be straightened. 
THE BRICKILL LA. 

The petition states that the City of St. 
Louis used without any authority a contriv- 
ance patented in August, 1968, by William 
Brickill, who was then a member of the New 
York Fire Department. The patent was for 
an improvement in feed water heaters 
for fire engine boilers. Prior to 1868 itis 
claimed the fire department had no satisfac- 
tory 1 * to keep the water and the 
engine ers heated when the fire extin- 

hing apparatus 

t was deemed of 

importance then, as it is 

having the water at such a 
temperature in the boilers, as to get up steam 
without delay when an alarm was given. 
Brickin claims he solved the problem after 
much study and experimenting in the sum- 
mer of 1968. His device was to have pipes 
connected with the boiler conveying steam 
from a small boiler to the engine boiler. 
These pipes, it seems, were sO arranged as to 
be connected and disconnected without any 
loss of time. The petition says the patent 
worked likeacharm and that the depart- 
ments in all the large cities began using it, 
some with and others without authority. 
This patent it is claimed resulted in a great 
saving of fuel, and the parties who bring the 
action figure that the city of St. Louis 
saved $186,270 between August, 1868, and 1885, 
the period for which the patent was grated. 
After selling the patent Brickill, it appears, 
disposed of a three-quarter interest to Peter 
M. Kafer, James M. De Lacy, James E. Dunn, 
Rosina W. Da Cunha and Edward Van Orden, 

THE NEW YORK CASE. 

The first infringement suit filed was in New 
York in 1879, and the cag is not fully settied 
yet. The Federal Oourt reports show that 
United States Circuit Judge Wheeler granted 
an injunction against the New York 
Fire Department and ordered an 
accounting. The accounting it ap- 
pears is now about completed and the 
plaintiffs are ready with their claim against 
the city of New York, which amounts to 
nearly 1,008,000. The case at that end of the 
line is in the hands of Raphael J. Moss, Jr., 
and James A. Hudson, In the 
trial New York Oity was represented 
by Wm. ©. Whitney, afterwards appointed 
Secretary ofthe Navy under the Cleveland 
administration. The case remained in the 
United States Court there for nearly a year, 
and an immense bill of costs was run up be- 
fore Judge Wheeler gave his decision, 

THE PLAINTIFFS CONFIDENT. 

Mr. Andrews, who is conducting the litiga- 
tion for the plaintiffs in this city, has been 
working on the case for over a month and 
this morning had his papers ready for the 
court. He goes over the entire history 
of the various devices used for heating 
the water in fire engine boilers 
and makes the specific claim that the City of 
S51. Louis infringed on the Brickill patent dur- 
ing the entire term for which it was issued 
and adds that the City is therefore liable to 
the owners of the patent. Though the pat- 
ent expired nearly six years ago he says it is 
not yet too late to begin proceedings. 

CHIEF LINDSAY TALKS.

News Gathered From Visitors to St. 
Louis. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST PICKED UP IN THE 
HOTEL CORRIDORS. 


A Remarkably Early Commencement of 
the Fall Trade—Extension of the Terri- 
tory Controlled by St. Louis—A Cali- 
fornia Fruit-Grower’s Views on the 
Chinese Problem. 


The number of commercial travelers from 
Eastern houses now in the city is far larger 
than is usual at this season of the year, Dut 
still more notable is the number of country 
merchants who have come to the city to lay 
in their supplies for the early fall trade. 
Never before have half so many buyers deen 
in St. Louis auring the first part of August, 
and their presence augers well for the fall 
trade. Godfrey W. Smithers of Dallas, 
Tex., who is at the Lindell, said: 
I have been engaged in business in Texas 
for the last eleven years and have always 
come to St. Louis to buy my goods, but never 
before so early. I will have to make two trips 
this year, and all the large retail dealers will 
have to do the same. There are several 
reasons for this. First and foremostis the 
fact that we have about cut loose from New 
York and Boston and are supplying ourselves 
from St. Louis. Raulroad rates have deen 
much more favorable during the past eighteen 
months, and we find that St. Louis merchants 
are generally more liberal in their dealings, 
and are willing to do business on a smaller 
margin of profit than those of any other city. 
Another reason why the large retailers are 
coming to st. Louis so early is that the trade 
with Texas has increased amazingly 
within the lasttwo yearsand that our cus- 
tomers are buying more freelythan they form- 
erly did, which, of course, necessitates a cor- 
responding increase in the stocks carried. 
There has been a tremendous change 
in the character of the goods 
requiredin Texas. Ashort time ago we used 
peinaigety what were known as ‘Southern 
goods,’ now as many, if not more, fine 

goods are ale for as in any State of equal 
po pulation in the country. ur people have 

een renee money fast and are spending a 
great deal of it in dress. The class of ladies’ 
fabrics and men’s 1 and furnishin 
goods carried and sold by Texas houses wi 
compare favorably with any city outside of 
New York. In very high class goods the 
market of Dallas is almost as good as that of 
St. Louis and ts far better than that of Cin- 
cinnati or Kansas City. Our people are getting 
—— with anything but the late 

and are much more interested in 
ty than in price. The old ‘Southern 
goods’ have almost entirely disappeared. 
St. Louis ts getting all the trade, ana the 
wholesalers of this city say that the Texas 
sales are increasing more rapidly than those 
of any other section of the Southwest. We 
are buying now because our customers de- 
mand goods, and are not willing, as in 
times past, to pass from summer to winter 
goods without a break.’’ 


CHINESE IN CALIFORNIA. 

This morning C. J. Parrish of Newhall, 
Cal., arrived inthecity and registered at 
the Southern. Mr. Parrish, who is one of the 
largest orange and fruit growers inthe State, 
said: ‘*Weare confronted in California with 


a very serious labor problem, which is dally 
growing more threatening. The Chinese im- 
migration has been stopped actually as well 
as nominally, for only a few are able to make 
their way across the frontier, and those that 
are now in the State are gradually drifting 
home. What we fruitgrowers will do 2 
they are gone 1 do not know.

vance find great difficulty in procuring the 
help that we need. We can get white work- 
men at about the price that we pa — he Mon- 
golians, for in California Chinese cheap labor 
isa myth, but we cannot afford to employ 
them, as their work is most indifferent as 


compared with that of the Ohinese. 
1 ave been a hater of the 
Mongollans and tried my best 


to get rid of them, but I soon found it too ex- 
pensive. Lemplo red a lot of Irish and Italians 
to pick the fruit in a number of my vineyards 
—I could not get Americans for this task— 
and compared their work with that of the 
Chinamen. On selling the grapes I found 
that the whites had spoiled eight cases to the 
Celestials one, and subsequent experience 
has proved that this proportion is rather too 
small than too large. To-day the Chinese 
demand as much as whites, and 
they are em ployed nearly exclu- 
sively by the grape-growers, not because 
they are cheaper, but because they are better 
workmen. Seeing this, in the country white 
foreigners are endeav oring to frighten the 
Chinese are and in many cases are suc- 

ceeding, in the hope that they will take their 
In this they will find themselves to 
The margin of profit is — 
enough now, and ifwe have to eo > ber 
rates for a poorer article, we will bliged 
to go out of the business.

NO FREIGHT WAR IMMINENT. 

The people who are counting upon a rate 
war this fall are nearly certain to be disap- 
pointed, said an officer of the Chicago & 
Northwestern who passed through the city 
this morning. No line ts going to attempt 
to intrude upon the territory of any other, at 
least not at present, for each has all and 
more than all it can attend to. The problem 
is how to handle the freight that is coming 
to us, not how to cut into the trade of 
another road, and this condition of affairs 
prevails throughout the West, No road would 

oolish as to try to cut freight rates at 
present. The wheat and corn has to be car. 
ried. There is more of it than there has been 
at any time — the last ten years, and 
the railroads will have difficuity in handling 
it. The managers are not going to cut their 
own throats by cutting ratesnow. Late in 
— fall, when the crops are moved, there 
be a rate war, as there are a number of 
ind tions of trouble, but it may be re- 
garded as certain that nothing of the kind is 
to be apprehended now.

/DIFFEREAT HONORS CONFERRED ON 
| A AT THE SACRED HEART. 


Mine Postulants and Seven Novices Take 
Orders at St. Joseph's Convent, Caron- 
Gelet—Interesting Services at Both 
Institutions—Names of the Ladies

At 8:80 o’clock this morning the chapel of

Precisely at the hour appointed the proces- 
sion entered the chapel in the following 
order: Madame Morgan, led by a madame of 
the Sacred Heart; Madame O'Toole, ied by 
one of the religious, also Sister Dalton, also 
escorted by a professed lady, and the candi- 
Gates following two by two. Miss Jackson 
and Miss McVann were exquisitely costumed 
in white ik, the graceful skirts made 
with demitrains and the corsages prettily 
touched with rare old point lace. They wore 
diamonds and pearls, whilst their tulle veils 
were fastened to their coiffures with crowns 
of orange blossomis—the emblem of the bride | 
of Christ.

AN IMPORTANT CONSULTATION HELD 
WITH PRDSIDENT VON DER AHE. 


Gillette Gays That the Cincinnati Fran. 
chise Has Not Been Sold to Milwaukee 
and That He Is Dickering With Louis- 
ville—Th Oream City Will Be Admitted 
—Kelly’s Offer. 


Manager Bancroft and King Kelly arrived 
with their red-legged players from Cincin- 
nati this morning booked to play three 
games here, namely, this afternoon, to-mor- 
row afternoon and Tuesday afternoon, as a 
Cincinnati and not as a Milwaukee 
club as telegraphed from Milwaukee 
to the morning papers. Mr. Von der Ahe de- 
nies that the Cincinnati club has been sold or 
transferred to Milwaukee. ‘‘Now, the situ- 
ation is just this, said Mr. Von der Ahe 
this morning. ‘‘Milwaukee is anxious to 
get into the American Association and Mr. 
H. E. Gillette, the President of the Milwau- 
kee Club, has been in consultation with sev- 
eral of us for some time in regard to the 
matter. Itis not true, as stated in a Cincin- 
nati paper, that Mr. Kramer, the President 
of the American Association, was not con- 
sulted, as he was kept advised and was 
consulted on every step taken and whatever 
was done was done with his consent. I ad- 
vised Mr. Gillette to consult with the weakest 
member ofthe Association if he wanted to 
get into the Association, and when I went to 
Louisville I investigated the financial stand- 
ing of the club there as Chairman of the 
Financial Committee and I found that the 
club would not be able to go through the sea- 
son. I then advised Mr. Gillette to see the 
men controlling the Louisville Club and he 
had a talk with Mr. Parsons, the ex-Presi- 
dent of the club and who claimed to 
control a majority of the stock. 

THE LOUISVILLE DEAL. 

„Mr. Parsons agreed toturn over a major- 
ity of the stock to Mr. Gillette at e cents on 
the dollar. Gillette started home to report to 
the Milwaukee club managers and while there 
received information from Louisville that 
Mr. Parsons could not, under any circum- 
stances, get control ofa majority of the 
stock of the Louisville Club. Then Mr. 
Gillette commenced -negotiations with 
the Cincinnati people. He had 
A talk with Mr. Barnie of 
Baltimore, and found that gentleman favora- 
bie to the admission of Milwaukee by the way 
of Cincinnati. Mr. Barnie said he would 


see what the other members of 
the Association thought about it. 
I can’t say just -what conversation 


passed between Mr. Gillette and Mr. Barnie, 
but Mr. Gillette came to the conclusion that 
he could get into the Association by the way 
of Cincinnati. 

MR. VON DER AHE SURPRISED. 

The first intimation I had of the supposed 
consummation of the deal was contained 
in a telegram I received about midnight from 
Mr. Gillette and Mr. Barnie to the effect that 
the Cincinnatis would play here to-day as the 
Milwaukee Club. Of course I couldn’t agree 
to that, and youcan say that the Cincinnatis 
will play here and finish out the season as the 
Cincinnati American Association Club.“ 

Mr. Yon der Ahe said that if Milwaukee 
entered the American Association it would 
have to be accomplished over his head at a 
regular meeting of the Association. He has 
a larger interest in the Cincicinnati club than 
any other person and he was not going to 

on Cincinnati, not this season at least. 

Mr.“ Von der Ahe did not say so, but itis 
well known that he is not only the largest 
kholder in the Cincinnati American Asso- 
ation Olub, but is also responsible 
for the amount of a five-year lease 
of the Oincinnati grounds at $1,200 a 
year. This probably explains ina measure 
Mr. Von der Ahe’s hostility to the Cincinnati 
deal and particularly when the stockholders 
were to receive only $5,000 from Milwaukee 
for the deal. 

MR. GILLETTE ARRIVES. 

Mr. H. E. Gillette, the President of the 
Milwaukee Club, arrived in St. Louls direct 
from Milwaukee this morning’ expecting to 
find “Kelly and his players fiying 
Milwaukee’s colors and with the word Mu- 
waukee’’ printed in golden letters on their 
hat bands. He was very much disappointed, 
however, as the red legs were still loyal 
to Oineinnati. He found them all at 
the Lindell Hotel gathered about Mr. Von 
der Ahe. A few,minutes later he was en- 
gaged in private conversation with the big 
boss’’ and after that was over he favoreda 
Post-DisPaTcu reporter with an interview. 

es, the Cincinnati deal is off,’’ said the 
Milwaukee President. ‘*‘The announcement 
that it had been consummated was prema- 
ture,as the gentleman with whom I nego- 
tiated did not, it appears, have the authority 
I supposed he had. Mr. Von der Ahe 
was the person most interested, and 
he will not agree to the deal. As 
to whether or not he will give his consent 
hereafter, I don’tknow. You will have to 
see him about that. It was not I who an- 
nounced the Cincinnati deal consummated. 
When 1 reached Cincinnati yesterday 
afternoon 1 found that a column 
had been telegraphed the Mil: 
waukee Sentinel from Cincinnati telling 
all about the supposed transfer and stating 
postively that it had been made. The re- 
porters asked me about it and I told them 
that I was not so sanguine about it, that, in 
fact, so far as I knew there was nothing cer. 
tain at all about it.’’ 

TRYING LOUISVILLE AGAIN. 

‘*What do you propose to do now?’’ 

Well, I'm trying to buy out jthe fLoulsville 
Club now. 

What are the prospects?“ 

Very good, I think. Mr. Parsons claims 
to control 1,080 shares out of the whole 
number, 2, 000 or less, and thatisa majority. 
lie is anxious to sell, but wants more than 
my people wantto pay. If we can agree 
upon terms the deal will be consummated 
very soon. 1 am now in telegraphic commun- 
ication with both Louisville and Milwaukee 
and expect to know more about it this 
evening. Imay go to Louisville this even- 
ing, but it all depends upon the answers I 
get to my telegrams.’’ 

The amount now asked by Loulsv le, ac- 
cording toa published aeg. sta . 
ment, is $8,000, but Mr. Gillet chu. 
that the franchise can be bought for $6,000, 
whichiwould be equivalent to paying 60 cents 
a share on 1,000 shares. He has wired Mr. Par- 
sons or his represeutative at Loulsville—as 
Mr. Parsons himself was to leave for New 
York to-day on other business — 
asking for the very lowest terms at which 
u majority of tne stock will be sold to him, 
andifthe figures are set below $7,000 the 
transfer of the Louisville club to Milwaukee 
will probably be made. 

KELLY AND HIS CLUB. 

The Cincinnatis were all broke up when 
they arrived this morning, not physically, 
but spiritually, as it were. They were all in a 
quandry as to what was to become of them 
and were very much depressed in spirits. 
Even Frank Bancroft, the manager of the 
club, and Mike Kelly, the captain, didn’t 
know where they belonged or hardly which 
end wasup. They had left Cincinnat! under 

impression that they had been sold to 
waukee, but when they got here they 
f the reports circulated in Porkopolis 
entirely unfounded.

THE MINNESOTA CROP 


THE FORGED WHEAT CIRCULAR Nor 
DECEIVING THE FARMERS. 


No Probability That the Wheat Wil! Be 
Kept Out of the Market— The Scheme 
Regarded as a Trick of Desperate Spec- 
ulators. 


This morning Richard A. Corning of Req 
Bud, Minn., arrived in the city and regts. 
tered at the Lindell. Mr. Corning isa mem. 
ber of the Minnesota Farmers’ Alliance, and 
takes an active interest in all that is done by 
that body. 

THE GRAIN CIRCULAR. 

**The letter recently issued in the name of 
the Alliance, advising the farmers to hold 
their grain in the elevators, and not put it on 
the market, is now Known to be a forgery, 
and we are trying to discover who 
is responsible forit. There is no question 
whatever that it was gotten out in the inter- 
est of the Minneapolis speculators, many of 
whom are in so shaky a condition that they 
would resort to almost any means to sustain 
themselves. They have bought great 
amounts of grain at high prices, genernily 
over $1, and are having a hard time of tt 
now. Thecropisfar greater than had been 
expected, and the speculators are being 
flooded with wheat, Of course, if the farm 
ers were persuaded to keep their wheat of 
the market the speculators would be greatly 
benefited, but it is difficult to see how any- 
one else would be. 

A SPECULATOR’S SCHEME. 

Every one knows that the prices at which 
the speculators bought are too high and that 
no one will ever pay them again. The bait 
was thrown out to the farmers that if they 
Kept their wheat off the market the price 
would be sure to rise, and that by so doing 
they would greatly add to their profits. This 
question was considered by the officers ot 
the Alliance and they came to the conclu- 
sion that there was nothing in it. If all 
wheat-growers of the country would hold 
back their crop, it might have this effect, but 
the Minnesota men acting alone would be 
helpless and the result would be that other 
sections would obtain the advantage of the 
large foreign shipments. If the grain is sent 
in as soon as harvested the bulis will have to 
make an effort to keep prices up in order to 
prevent being called for further margins on 


their early contracts, and thus the farmers 5 


will gain an advantage,

of their present difficulties, when the very 
men who are now trying to maintain prices 
would very probably jump on the market 
with both feet, and send wheat down. 

THE FARMERS’ VIEW. 

‘*The Minnesota farmers are not going to be 
caught in any such way. The Minneapolis 
speculators have been trying hard to induce 
their country correspondents to hold back 
thelr grain, assuring them if this is done, that 
the price will go over $1.25 a bushel. But 
when some have offered to do this, on 
condition that an advance of 90 cents 
is made, negotiations have been dropped. 
It is amusing to read the interviews of Pius- 
bury, the great miller, in reference to the 
immorality of selling wheat short. He must 
think that the farmers have very defective 
memories, as On several occasions he has 
been the most persistent bear inthe State. 
Even if the grain rs were inclined 
to hold back thefr crop many would not be in a 
position todo so. They are in debt, have 
notes to meet, and must obtain the money 
from the sale oftheir crops. As to getting 
even a 78 per cent advance on grain in 
elevators, it is very difficult and would be 
impossible were the storage system generally 
adopted. Altogether there is no chance of 
the Minnesota attempting to corner 
the market by holding back their wheat.
